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T H E S U G A R B O U N T Y . 
Governor Hogg, of Texas, 
has 
again demonstrated 
that he is a 
statesman as well as a politician, 
and a statesman, too, with the nerve 
to do his duty. 
The state of Texas works her con­ 
victs upon sugar plantations and the 
legislature passed a bill authorizing 
the rnanager of the state farm to ac­ 
cept the bounty given by the gov­ 
ernment to sugar producers. 
Governor Hogg vetoed the bill, 
and in his message uses the follow­ 
ing patriotic language: 
In the first place, I believe that 
congress was guilty of a usurpation 
of power in passing the bounty act, 
and. that to accept money from such 
source the state government w^ ould 
be an accessory to the crime. 
In the second place, I believe the 
state 
would 
debase 
her 
dignity, 
prostitute her honor, and appear 
before civilization as a humiliated 
suckling holding on to the breast of 
the federal government, if she w^ere 
to accept the bounty. 
Such 
laws 
are 
fundamentally 
wrong, subversive of the powers of 
government, undemocratic, pater­ 
nalistic in the extreme, and no state 
can be a party to, connive at or 
ratify them, without a surrender of 
its self-respect. 
If the fathers were correct 
in 
teaching that the federal govern­ 
ment is of strictly limited powers; 
that the powers are 
enumerated, 
specified 
and particularized, 
and 
that whatever is not delegated to it 
by 
the 
constitution, or prohibit­ 
ed 
by 
that 
instrument 
to 
the 
states, 
is 
withheld 
and reserved 
to 
them, 
then 
I 
am 
unable 
to trace the 
right 
to grant this 
special benefit to the favored few 
in the way of the sugar bounty to 
any source of power except that 
which lies in the arbitrary will of 
congress. 
It is a forced and unfair 
construction of the constitution to 
hold 
that congress possesses the 
power, under the ‘ ‘general welfare” 
clause, to collect money from the 
masses with which to defray the ex­ 
penses of and to pay a premium to 
those 
engaged 
in 
private 
pur­ 
suits. 
The 
express 
purpose 
of 
the people 
in 
framing 
and 
of 
the 
states 
in 
adopting 
the 
constitution was to form a more 
compact union, to establish justice, 
to insure domestic tranquility, to 
provide for the common defense, 
to promote the general welfare, and 
to secure the blessings of liberty to 
ourselves and 
to 
our 
posterity. 
The powers of the congress were 
limited to the accomplishment of 
these ends. 
How 
can an appro­ 
priation out of the general treasury to 
be paid to sugar raisers aid in form­ 
ing a perfect union? How can it es­ 
tablish 
justice? 
How 
will it 
in 
sure domestic tranquility? 
How 
can it provide for the common de­ 
fence? 
How does it promote the 
general welfare? How can it secure 
the blessings of liberty to ourselves 
and our posterity? 
If it fails to 
accomplish some of these purposes, 
then the congress had not the pow­ 
er to make the appropriation. 
All 
observant men see and understand 
that the excuse for all such usurpa­ 
tion of power by the congress, ex­ 
ercised invariably at the expense of 
the great mass of the people for the 
enrichment of the few who fill the 
lobbies around the capitol, finds a 
cloak under the clause of the con­ 
stitution 
which 
authorizes 
that 
body to ‘provide for the general 
welfare of the United States.’ 
I 
cannot understand how it is to the 
‘general 
welfare’ 
of 
the 
several 
states, or of the United States, or 
of the people of the United States 
for Texas to be given a bounty by 
the federal government for raising 
sugar. 


A f t e r stating that Carlyle Harris 
has been officially killed by elec­ 
tricity and that Frank C. Almy has 
been hung pursuant to a lawful de­ 
cree, the Rochester Chronicle wants 


to know whether these legal trage­ 
dies 
will 
restrain the 
murderous 
impulse of ^ the next man who has it 
in his heart to take a human life. 
It is very liable to have just such 
effect, says an exchange, and it is 
positively certain that neither Har­ 
ris nor Almy will again gratify that 
murderous impulse. 
Had the laws 
of Michigan permitted the execu- 
uon of Latimer for the cniel mur­ 
der of his mother, he would never 
again have taken a human life. 
As 
it is, he has murdered one man and 
there is yet no assurance that the 
number of his victims will not be 
increased. 


I f Bissell adheres to his foolish, 
mugwumpish 
ruling 
that 
fourth 
class postmasters will not be turned 
out, even after four years service, 
except 
where 
charges 
of 
“ of­ 
fensive 
partisanship” 
are 
filed 
against 
them, 
he 
may 
expect 
charges of offensive non-partisanship 
to be filed against him pretty soon. 
There is no more 
reason why the 
democrats in a communnity that 
has only a fourth 
class postmaster 
should be insulted, scorned and ig­ 
nored, than there is why the demo­ 
crats 
in 
any 
city 
in 
the union 
should have the same treatment.

Inside of the g athering fit a 
piece of brass wire, fastening to the 
gauze by stuck stitches here and there.
